2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim1-231 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-231 presented are undue multiplicity. An 
unreasonable number of claims, that is , unreasonable in view of the nature and scope 
of Applicant's invention and the state of the art, may afford a basis for rejection on the 
grounds of multiplicity. A rejection on this ground should include all the claims in the 
case inas much as it relates to confusion on the issue. See MPEP 2173.05(n). 

4. The number of claims believed sufficient to properly define Applicant's invention 
is 44. Applicant should select claims 1-44 for examination on the merits. 

5. The declaration filed September 24, 2001 does not comply with 37 CFR 1 .63 
because it refers to the specification attached thereto. The specification was filed on 
May 1 1 , 2001 before the filing of the signed declaration. 

6. The amendment adding claims 26 through 231 is in improper format because the 
claims are not underlined as required by 37 CFR 1.173(d).
